There has been considerable criticism 
of the handicapping for the Irish Grand 
Prix, and it has been suggested that the 
4\-litre Bentleys were too leniently 
treated. Unfortunately, the three 
4}-litre Bentley cars which were com- 
peting in the Double-Twelve race at 
Brooklands last Friday and Saturday had 
to retire; but, while they were racing, 
they showed a lead for most of the way, 
with the. larger Bentleys—the  six- 
cylindered, 64-litre contingent. Two of the 
44-litre Bentleys, driven by H. R. S. 
Birkin and Jack Duntel, had to retire 
because of valve trouble, and the third, 
driven by Dr. Benjafield, on account of a 
broken axle. Before they gave up they 
had covered at least twice the distance of 
the Dublin course, so that these 
mechanical troubles would not have 
arisen in the Dublin event. It is, there- 
fore, interesting to know that they were 
unable to shake off the big Bentleys, even 
on handicap, so that the Phenix Park 
races may not be such an easy thing after 
all for these cars. 


SOME OF THE DRIVERS. 


In the Double-Twelve, C. R. Whitcroft, 
whose Riley was third, and A. C. Bertelli, 
whose Aston-Martin was fourth, both toox 
part in the Dublin races last year. Whit- 
croft leading in the 1,100 c.c. class for 
most of the race, and Bertelli putting up 
a very fine performance in the only 
unsuper-charged car in the 1,500 c.c. 
class. Though the drivers for the Irish 
Grand Prix are not yet nominated, it is 
more than likely that these two drivers 
will again come to Dublin, while Captain 
Malcolm Campbell, Earl Howe and 
Caracciola are likely to form the Mercedes 
team. Captain Campbell had already 
entered an Alfa Romeo for the Irish 
Grand Prix, but it is understood that he 
will not ‘now drive one of those cars. 


THE ENTRIES. ”' 


Though the number of entries which 
closed at single fees totalled forty, it is 
understood that a number of additional 
entries have since been received, and, now 
that the Double-Twelve race is over, 
further entries are expected to come 
along, as several firms awaited the result 
of their entries in this test before entering 
them for the Irish Grand Prix. The total 
entry will, it is anticipated, be not far 
short of sixty. 


AN INTERESTING NEWCOMER, 


In regard to the three Talbots which 
are entered, it is of interest to note that 
these cars made their first appearance 
after many years on the Brooklands 
track last week, and put up a remarkable 
performance, which was only interrupted 
by the tragedy caused by two of the cars 
colliding. The third member of the team, 
according to racing etiquette, withdrew, 
because one of the mechanics was killed, 
though at the time of the accident J. W. 
M. Aitken, who was driving this car, was 
close upon the heels of the leaders, while 
the two Talbots which collided were going 
almost equally as strong. It seemed 
extremely likely that, had it not been for 
the collision, the Talbot entry would have 
been among the best in the class. 


PRACTISING IN THE PHCENIX PARK. 


Practising for the Grand Prix will take 
place on the. three preceding mornings 
of the race, viz.—the 15th, 16th, and 17th 
July. Last year only two hours 

practice was allowed each morning. This 
year the time has been extended from 
six o’clock to nine o’clock each morning.

They were then dropped, because 
the cars became too fast for the course. 
The races were transferred to Brooklands. 
but, that being a racing track, it was 
considered unsatisfactory as a road test. 
Three years ago the Isle of Man and Nor- 
thern Ireland people extended invitations 
to the R.A.C. to hold the races within 
their respective territories, and, largely 
owing to the efforts of the late Sir James 
Percy, the N 
selected. Since then the course in the 
Isle of Man has been undergoing con- 
siderable improvement, and the invitation 
to hold the races over that course comes 
from those interested to the R.A.C. every 
year. The Northern Ireland course is 
considered by many drivers far too 
dangerous, so that if they want to retain 
this event in Ireland they will need to 
remedy the causes that give rise to the 
complaints on the part of competing 
drivers. 


THE LEINSTER HUNDRED. 


The success which attended the Leinster 
Hundred race last Saturday was so 
marked that, undoubtedly, there will be 
some big changes for the 1931 event. It 
is very likely that the distance of the 
course will be increased, and every 
endeavour made to make this inter- 
national cycle race quite as important in 
its way as the Grand Prix races in the 
car-racing world. 


A CAMPING HOLIDAY. 


Though the weather up to now has not 
been sufficiently warm to make a camping 
holiday attractive, in view of the fine 
weather which, according to the meteoro- 
logists, we are soon to have, a few sug- 
gestions on this delightful kind of holi- 
day may not be without interest to some 
of our readers. 

Two or three people, having at their 
disposal even a small seven h.p. car, can 
have not only the cheapest, but the most 
varied and enjoyable holidays imaginable. 
Such a car will take everything needed 
for a long or short holiday. 

The tent is the first thing to be con- 
sidered, the size of which is of little 
consequence, for tents nowadays are so 
made as to occupy the smallest possible 
space. A ground sheet and a fly sheet, 
the latter of which will prevent rain from 
reaching the roof of the tent proper, and 
will do away with the unpleasantness 
arising from contact with the canvas of a 
tent roof that has become wet by rain, or 
even dew, are two very important articles 
of the camping kit. The fly sheet pre- 
vents this, and keeps out ‘all ‘rain. A 
variety of tents are made for the purpose, 
the most suitable being that type having 
‘ walls ” round its sides. Camp-beds are 
to be had at about £1 each. They give 
the effect of a spring mattress, and fold 
up into a very small space. 

The. bedding is. the..most important 
item ; for a camping holiday will lose all 
its joy if one cannot keep warm at nights, 
Sheets may be necessary to some, but 
there must be plenty of blankets—three, 
at least for each person, even in the 
height of summer, and more if the 
weather be cold; for on a camp-bed one 
needs as much clothes under as there is 
above. <A couple of sheets of brown paper 
laid on the camp-bed will make it 
infinitely warmer. Sleeping-bags are, of

A TWENTIETH CENTURY 
DEFINITION, 


RE world has travelled far and fast 
since Robert Burns wrote “ Liberty’s 


qa 


ments throughout the world attempts to 
give ‘ liberty ” to somecne or something, 
but in these days it is found that the 
giving of liberty to one may mean a great 
curtailment of the liberty of others. Only 
a century ago it was believed confidently 
that every individual inevitably would 
enrich the community, if he were left to 
the unrestricted use of his own powers 
and ambitions. At the end of the 
century wt could be seen in grim and 
shastly perspective of slaz-heaps and 
slum-towns that this kind of “' liberty ” 
was, in reality, no better than the Roman 
system of two thousand years ago. When 
that became generally manifest, laisser 
Jatre began to lose its philosophical 
force, and political Liberalism sought a 
new orientation. 

Laisser faire is now dead, unwept, un- 
honoured and unsung, except by the little 
band which revolves about the Indivi- 
dualist Book Shop in London. - That little 
group still pays homage to the memory of 
John Stuart Mill; but that once supreme 
name in politics is heard nowadays only 
in occasional whisperings among politicians 
over seventy years old, or in the halls of 
the schools of philosophy. ‘‘The only 
purpose for which power can be rightfully 
exercised over any member of s civilised 
community against his will is to prevent 
harm to others. His own good, either 
physical or moral, is not a sufficient 
warrant,’’ Mill wrote eighty years ago; 
but even as the words were being written 
their message was being challenged. 

The negative definitions. of liberty were 
found to be inadequate as soon as the 
powers and uses of government passed 
from the sphere of pure politics into that 
ef economics. Demands for individual 
liberty, national liberty, group liberty 
and the like, all were conceived in terms 
ef politics, while the forces unloosed by 
the industrial -revolution were converting 
politics into an interesting and ineffective 
parlour game for elderly gentlemen. J+ 
was only for the period of. transient 
hallucination that the House of Commons 
was actually the best club in London: it 
ceased to be a club at all with the advent. 
of economic realism in the shape of the 
Labour Party. With the advent of that 
party the conception of the State as 
inerely a policeman who kept the ring for 
the ccmbatants ceased to be a factor in 
politics. The activist, positive State had 
come to England. 

In Professor Harold Laski this positive 
State finds its most effective philosopher 
and propagandist in England. In his 
famous '“ Grammar of Politics” he has 
said already all that is essential in this 
new book. ‘‘Liberty in the Modern 
State '” was writtene for delivery as the 
Colver Lectures at Brown University last 
year, but their delivery in .the United 
States was prevented by Professor Laski’s 
appointment as a member of the Lord 
Chanceilor’s Committee on Delegated 
Legislation. In all his political writings 
Professor Laski demonstrates his strength 
as a jurist, but in none of them is that 
strength used so felicitously as in this 
new volume. This is really the kind of 
book that would be a ‘‘ best-seller ” in the 
kind of State that Mr. H. G. Wells, and 
to some extent Professor Laski himself, 
would desire. As things are, howevér, in 
these islands, it can only be commended 
most heartily. 

Irishmen of to-day especially are likely 
to gain much from a careful study of this 
book. In Ireland at the moment it is 
believed generally that the function of the 
State is to deprive the citizen of free will, 
and, at the same time, to undertake 
almost all his economic duties and respon- 
sibilities. “We are in danger of having a 
State which will deprive us of the 
necessity of thinking for ourselves, while 
carefully shielding us against the 
‘slings and arrows ” of this ‘‘ immoral ”’ 
world. ‘‘ 1 mean by liberty,’’ savs Pro- 
fessor Laski, ‘‘ the absence of restraint 
upon the existence of those social condi- 
tions which, in modern civilisation, are 
the necessary guarantees of individual 
happiness.” ‘‘ That is why Pericles 
insisted that the secret of liberty is 
courage.”

THE MORMONS. 


ISTORY has ben harsh to the 
Mormons, and to Brigham Young 
in particular. The world knows nothing 
of Mormonism except as a curious creed 
which permits its adherents to have «as 
many wives as they please; actually, eveh 
this tit-bit is untrue, since a revelation 
from above in 1890 erased the practice 
of polygamy from the Mormon calendar. 
One must admit that a creed -which 
founded successfully a prosperous State 
and settled it with a hard-working people, 
who seem to have had no more vices than 
many other Christian sects, at least must 
have possessed vigour, whatever else iú 
lacked. 

Mrs. Gates, the authoress of this book, 
unfortunately does not include. a satis- 
factory résumé of the gospel, revealed to 
the prophet Joseph Smith, and embodied 
in the Book of Mormon, but we suspect 
that there is nothing very revolutionary 
about it. The Mormons, after ali, were, 
and are, a Christian sect. 

Brigham Young, ‘the —§ conspicuous 
personality in the early Mormon move- 
ment, has endured the: worst treatment. 
Few men have received so little recogni- 
tion, even after death, for their obvious 
merits, Mankind still is disposed to laugh 
at him as the husband of thirty wives, 
or thereabouts, without reflecting that he 
shared this habit with Frederick Barba- 
rossa and Solomon. 

Mrs. Gates has made an atiempt to 
throw a clear light on his character. 
Nobody is likely to be convinced by her 
appraisal, because she chances to be one 
of Brigham’s army of daughters, but there 
is no reason’ why she should not be 
helieved: Lockhart was a relation cf 
Scott’s, and nobody doubts Lockhart’s 
statements. Mrs. Gates rhapsodises, but 
she has every right to rhapsodise. Even 
if she had deified her father and told us 
all about it, she ‘ought not to be con- 
demned: for she has written a history— 
or rather has thrown light on a prominent 
facet of a period’s history—and all decent 
history is written with a bias. Here and 
there she wanders from the track some- 
what to talk about Mormonism and Salt 
Lake City rather than the great Brigham 
himself. ‘This sort of thing annoys th» 
orthodox student of biography, and -yet 
these digressions are the most valuable 
part of the book. It is a pity that there 
are not more of them, 

The chief characteristic of Brigham 
Young, as he emerges from these pages, is 
his genius for leadership. lis achieve: 
merit, when all necessary discount has 
been made, was marvellous. Under the 
influence of a religious conviction and the 
stress of persecution, he transported a 
host of .men, women, children, flocks, 
herds, appurtenances and hereditaments 
across some’ thousands of miles of desert 
country, amid tribes of hostile Indians, 
to a destination whose possibilities were 
unexplored and unknown, ‘That “eas, 
however, was but. the beginning .of his 
achievement. More remarkably, he con- 
trived within forty yeltirs’to convert a 
barren site into a modern city—a city at 
present eomplete with skyscrapers, trolly 
cars, speakeasies, and all the amenities oi 
Ameriman civilisation.

OMEN rarely write yood biographies, 

and Miss Watson hardly can be 
regarded as an~exception.. Her book on 
President Hindenburg suffers from an

excess of hero-worship—Hindenburg in 
her eyes seems to be the perfect man. 
From the cradle to 
the Reichspresident’s 
palace in Berlin, 
she makes him hot 
only a man of iron, 
but attributes to 
him all the other 
‘manly virtues, and 
her treatment of the 
campaigns” with 
which his name has 
.been associated is 
far too blind: in. its 
encomiums. 

Hindenburg,’ cer- 
tainly, is a man of 
remarkable strength 
of character; but his best friend hardly 
would rank him among the greatest 
soldiers of history. His ‘spectacular 
victory over the Russians at Tannenberg 
undoubtedly was one of the decisive 
engagements of the war in the East, but 
it must be remembered that Hindenburg 
was the one man in Germany who knew 
that particular terratn as well as he’ knew 
his own back garden, and that the. place 
in which he worked hdd been prepared 
for years. . Furthermore,, there. was a 
person named Ludendorff who had some- 
thing to say to the Russjan débdcle. 

Ludendorff was the military genius 
behind, Hindenburg, not only at Tannen- 
berg, but afterwards-in the West. Hun- 
denburg had the ‘popular personality 
which made his name a legend. in Ger- 
many, and kept the public at a high pitch 
of enthusiasm even when things were 
looking bad in France; but Ludendorff 
was the man who did the “ thinking.”’ 
It was his brain that conceived the Hin- 
denburg line, and that planned the great 
offensive of March, 1918. Hindenburg was 
just a worthy, modest old soldier, whose 
bearing in the hour of defeat gained the 
admiration of the world. To depict him 
as a kind of twentieth century Napoleon 
is absurd. 

Since the war President Hindenburg’s 
reputation has been enhanced to np small 
extent. During the struggle he appeared 
to the outside world as a rather stupid, 
but otherwise admirable old man, pitch-. 
forked into the nominal leadership of the 
greatest army that the world ever saw. 
During the lest few years, however, this 
old man has shown iemarkabie gifts ol 
national leadership. ne is greater far 
as a statesman than ever he was as a 
soldier. He has buried all his most 
cherished beliefs in the service of a State 
with the founding of which he had no 
sympathy, and has striven to serve his 
country according to his lights. No man 
could have done more,. and the success 
which has attended the young German 
Republic is due in no small degree to 
Hindenbure’s work. In this part of her 
book Miss Watson hes written sympatheti-

N this ‘‘ Chronicle of a 10,000 Mile Air 
Vagabondage,’’ Vicomtesse de Sibour, 
who is a daughter of Mr. Gordon 
Selfridge, has given us a most interesting 
account of a flight undertaken by herself 
and her husband, from England to Saigon , 
in Indo-China, which c untry a friend had 
told them was the ideal place for big 
game shooting. Since their little ‘plane, 
Safari, could carry only enough petrol for 
a seven hours’ non-stop run, they had 
many \anxious periods when flying over 
forests, swamps and mountain ranges, 
where a forced landing would have meant 
disaster. 

Their route lay over North Africa to 
Cairo, and on to Bagdad, whence, while 
waiting for repairs, they made an 
excursion to Teheran.

DE JOLY, Minister of Justice

book answers this question by showing 
how all the evidence at present available 
points to the conclusion that Karl 
Wilhelm Naundorff, -watchmaker and 
royalist pretender, was none other than 
Louis XVII. _ It is a fascinating story, 
and the piecing together of scattered bits 
of evidence is done most skilfully. No 
special pleading is used, and an intriguing 
chapter is added to the annals of the 
House of Bourbon. 

In the darkest hours of the great 
Revolution, when suspicion was every- 
where, the doctors who examined ‘the dead 
body of a child refused to identify it as 
that of the Dauphin. A fruitless search 
was made for his remains. The child sup- 
posed to be Louis XVII. was sixteen years 
old, but the Dauphin was born in 1785. 
When Madame Simon declared that she 
knew of the Dauphin’s escape, the police 
compelled: her by threats to hold her 
tongue. 

Naundorff’s life as: aft exile is strange, 
and not too fully traced. When he ¢ame 
to Paris, and was introduced by Marcoux 
to M. de Joly, the ex-Minister of Justice 
at first could not believe that Louis 
XVI.’s son still was alive. “ I am not 
convinced,’’ he replied to a question ; 
‘‘ but what I can tell you is that he has 
the words, the gestures and the gait of 
Louis XVI., and those are things which 
cannot be imitated.’’

and his children, clsimed damages for the 
loss of his wife, whose death, he alleged, was 
Causéd’ by reason of the negligence of the 
defendants’ servant in the driving’ of an 
omnibus at Westport on the 14th of last 
dui | . 

It was stated that the omnibus was dri¥en 
from the ‘garage, and, mounting’ the foot- 
path, knocked down a lamppost, continued on 
its journey, and knocked down a pymp ; then 
dashed into a crowd of people coming out of 
church after Mass, aaa was stopped from 
going over the embankment into the river 
y a large tree. Some people had to jump 
into the river to escape from the omnibus. 
but Honoria Kelly, the plaintiff’s wife, who 
had been talking to some friends outside the 
church, was pinned underneath the omnibus, 
and suffered two fractures of the skull, from 
which she died almost immediately. 

The defendants denied that the death of 
the plaintift’s wife was caused by any 
negligence on their part or the part of their 
servant; and yleaded that the person who 
drove the omnibus on the occasion in 
question had been employed by them as a 
conductor, and had no authority to drive: it. 
The act complained of was not done by the 
person who drove the omnibus in the course 
of his employment as such. conductor, was 
not within the scope of such employment, 
and was wholly unauthorised by them. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C.; Mr. Geoghegan, 


Messrs. Ruttledge and Corr) appeared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr,- Leonard, K.C.; Mr. 
Dockrell, K.C., and Mr. P. J. Bourke ‘(in- 
structed by Messrs. Garvey and Smith) for 
the defendants. | 
QUESTION OF LIABILITY. 
The evidence kad concluded on Wednesday 
evening, and Mr. Justice Sullivan now 
charged the jury: 

This case, said Mr. Justice Sullivan, varied 

from the ordinary class of case, because in 
most of these actions against 'bus companies 
to recover damage; for personal injuries, or 
compensation where death had resulted, tha 
main question which the jury had to decide 
was whether the person who was driving 
the *bus was negligent. The peculiarity of 
this case was that the person who was 
driving the ‘omnibus on this occasion was 
negligent, and the liabilitv of the defendants 
for that negligence depended on the answers 
which the jury would give to certain ques- 
tions which he would leave tó them. 
The person ‘who was driving the “bus on 
the occasion when this: woman was killed 
was undoubtedly a servant of the defendant 
company, and it was a common case that, on 
the evidence, that servant: drove the ‘bus 
negligently. The servant who drove the ‘bus 
on this occasion was a conductor of the 
defendant company, not a driver, and the 
question whether the defendants were liable 
for the act of their conductor in driving the 
‘bus would depend on two considerations :— 
First, on the broad question. whether the con- 
ductor had the authority of the defendants to 
drive the “bus on the occasion when the 
accident happened, and,. secondly, whether 
the person who should have driven the “bus 
had negligently permitted the conductor to 
drive the ‘bus and thereby cause the 
accident. 

Having dealt with the principle of law 
governing the liability of a master for the 
act: of a servant and gone into the essential 
parts of the evidence to assist the jury in 
answering the questions that he would leave 
to them, Mr. Justice Sullivan stated what 
these questions were. 

JUDGMENT FOR £185. 

The questions and the answers given to 
them by the jury were:— 

1. Was McCabe (the man who drove the 
‘bus on the occasion of the accident) 
negligent ?—Yes. 

2. Had McCabe authority from the de- 
fendants to drive the ’bus-?—No. 

5. Did McCabe drive the omnibus on the 
occasion in question by permission of Har- 
man (the regular driver) ?—Yes. 

4. If the answer to Question 3 is “ Yes,” 
was Harman negligent in permitting McCabe 
to drive the ’bus ’—Yes. 

5. If so, was Harman’s negligence the 
cause of the accident ?—Yes.

6. If so, assess damages: £80 to the plain- 

tiff, nothing to his son Patrick, nothing to

APPEAL AGAINST A JUDGMENT. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF 
FITZQIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
_ MURNAGHAN,) 

The hearing was continued of the appeal 
by the defendants in the case of Woods aii 
others against the Corperation of Dublin and 
others from the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Meredith in favour of the plaintiffs, except in 
so far as-it allowed costs to the defendants 

The trial judge decided that the plaintiffs, 
mental hospital nurses, were originally ap- 
pointed under Section 84 of the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898, or were deemed 
to have been so appointed on transfer under 
Section 115. The plaintiffs, he said, claimed 
that since the Ist April, 1926, they had not 
received the remuneration assigned to them 
by or under resolutions passed in the years 
1920 and 1921 by the Joint. Committee of 
the Grangegorman Mental Hospital, through 
which the Council acted. The defendants 
relied on a resolution of the Joint Com- 
mittee, dated 20th January, 1926, reducing 
the then existing rate of pay as from the Ist 
of April following, and they further alleged 
that the plaintiffs had agreed to the reduc- 
tion, and were bound by it. His lordship 
held that no power of annulling the assign- 
ment of remuneration could be implied, and 
that, accordingly, the plaintiffs were entitled 
to their salaries at the old rate. . i 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. Lavery, K.C., 
and Mr. M. J. Molloy (instructed by Messrs. 
Roger Greene and Sons) appeared for the 
appellants; and Mr. Dickie, : K.C.; Mr. 
Moloney, K.C.; Mr, Gavan Duffy, K.C., and 
Mr. W. G. Fallon (instructed by Messrs. 
John M. McDowell and Co.) for the respon- 
dents, 

Mr. Dickie, resuming his argument for the 
respondents, contended. that once they had 
got a Superannuation Act, as they had in 
this case, the person employed could not 
be dismissed except for misconduct. He cited 
several cases in support of his contention. 
He admitted, however, that under the old 
Asylum Officers Act a person might have 
been dismissed for other: causes. 

The further hearing was adjourned until

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THE EXTENSION 
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NO NORTHERN 
BOROUGH. 
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The Speaker took the chair at 3 o'clock. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, moved 
a resolution defining the class of person who 
would be liable to pay the tax cf £10 im- 
posed on motor hawkers. He <aid that it 
was proposed to extend the definition to in- 
elude those hawkers who had booths at. fairs 
and markets as well as house-to-house hawkers. 
It was also proposed to exempt from hawkers’ 
duty any person selling meat, fish, fruit, 
vege.ables, bread, milk, coal, peat or firewood. 
The word ** victuals ” was left out because 
it had been legally given a very wide inter- 
pretation. 

Mr. SHAW (Government, Longford-West- 
meath) said that foreigners were going around 
the country selling secondhand clothes bought 
by weight in Leeds—boots, harness and rub- 
bishy bhardware—thereby causing serious 
danger to public health. He thought that 
the £10 duty should be doubled. 

The resolution was passed. 

Mr. FITZGERALD--KENNEY, Minister 
for Justice, moved the second reading of the 
Civic Guards (Acquisition of Premises) Bill, 
the object of which is to provide accommoda- 
tion for the Guards. The powers of the 
Board of Works in taking land or sites, he 
said, would be used on very rare occasions, 
and only where the owner proved unreason- 
able would the powers conferred by the: bil! 
be exercised. 

The second reading was passed.

BOROUGH. 


MINISTER REJECTS 
SUGGESTION. 


The Report stage of the Local Government 
(Dublin) Bill by agreement was re-committed. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.), moved an 
amendment in favour of the establishment 
of a Northern coastal borough. It was 
reasonable to suppose, he _ said, that 
if the Howth, Baldoyle, Raheny and 
and Malahide districts were amalgamated into 
one area and given borough status, action could 
be taken to provide water supply, sewerage, 
etc., for the residents of that district, which 
was already more than three-quarters 
urbanised. He knew that the main argument 
against the detachment of the area from the 
County Council was that the continuance of 
the County Council’s administration would 
be made more difficult because the rateable 
valuation and the size of their area would be 
substantially reduced. The establishment of 
the southern coastal borough could be 
opposed on similar grounds. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Lab. Donegal) supported 
the amendment, and expressed the belief that 
a stronger case existed for the establishment 
of a northern horougn than for a southern 
one. He thought it should be taken in. 
fortmarnock, which was the most popular 
seaside resort in Co. Dublin, yet had no 
water supply and no sewerage system. 

MINISTERIAL OBJECTION. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, said that he 
objected to the proposal because it would 
take in a rural area where there were only 
two persons to every acre. He was suggest. 
ing as an alternative the extension of the 
City of Dublin on the Raheny side to take in 
portion of the coast as far as the boundary 
of Howth Urban District. This would brin 
the whole northern coast under urban control. 
‘hey could extend the city boundaries by 
Provisional Order and the same thing could 
bs done for the boundary of Howth. 
They were also making provision by whicn 
within five or ten years there would be an 
examination of the whole situation by a tri- 
bunal, which would examine what additional 
areas could be taken in. To join Baldoyle 
and Malahide at present would be wrong, 

Mr. ALTON (Independent, Dublin Univer- 
sity) said that he had an open mind, with 
rather a prejudice against a coastal borough. 
He wondered if the Minister realised the 
seriousness of the problem. The lack of water 
and sewerage at Portmarnock was absolutely 
dangerous. There was ‘also a serious traific 
problem, caused by ‘buses. He was glad 
that the corridor had been formed. He be 
lieved that portion of the road was used by 
the tramway company without paying any 
way-leave. 

Mr. LEMASS said that he did not think 
that the establishment of a Northern Borough 
was the ideal solution. The .best solution 
would be to bring these areas into the city, 
and to let the city control their development. 
If the bill passed in its present form there 
would be a demand for inclusion from Mala- 
hide, Baldoyle, and Portmarnock, which were 
rapidly developing. 1t would pay the eití: 
zens of Dublin to be able to control thei 
development. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Mr. LEMASS moved another amendment, 
providing that in the election of ordinary 
members of the City Council there should be 
manhood franchise. He explained that tt 
meant that the Dail register, and not the 
Local Government register, would be used, 

Mr DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) syp- 
ported the amendment. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that certain peopie, 
although they paid rates for property, had 
no representation as Local Government elec- 
tors tor those rates. It was intended to 
rectify that.

7 PLURAL VOTING. 

An amendment to Section 31 was moved 
by Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.), the 
purpose of which was to eliminate plural 
voting in the election of members of the 
Municipal Council. 

Mr. MULCAHY said. that he could not ac- 
cept the amendment, because it would be un- 
reasonable that a pegson who owned pro- 
perty in the city should be deprive! of a 
vote by reason of the fact that he resided 
elsewhere. | 

The amendment was defeated by 67 votes 
to 45 

A ministerial amendment enabling a person 
to be elected 1 member of the Council even 
though not a Local Government elector. 
was agreed to. 

Mr. O’KELLY moved an amendment provid- 
ing that orders made by the Minister defining 
the limits of areas under the bill should come 
hefore the Oireachtas for consideration. 

The amendmert was rejected without a 
division, 

THE COMMERCIAL REGISTER. 

The following amendments were rejected 
without a division :— 

Mr. O’KELLY—That votes for members on 
the commercial register should be extended 
to people with premises with a valuation of 
£10 instead of £2C 

Mr. LEMASS—That votes on the com- 
mercial register should be confined to manu- 
facturing enterprise 

Mr. O’KELLY—tThat votes for the com- 
mercial register should be confined to “‘ one 
premises only” in stead of “two or more 


premises.’ 
POSTAL VOTING. 

Mr. O'KELLY moved the deletion of the 
sub-section empowering persons on the com- 
mercial register to vote by post. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the postal 
system would’ convenience the commercial! 
electors, and ‘t would be cheaper for the 
Government, as they would avoid supplying 
special voting boxes and copies of the register 
at every polling bocth. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo, $.) =P: 
ported the motion. He said that the su 
section created a privileged class of superior 
persons who apparently would be incapable 
of abusing the system of postal voting. 

On a division the amendment was defeated 
by 67 votes to 45. 

“An amendment was agreed to providing 
that the word ‘‘ Mayor’’ in Section 44 re 
lating to the district of Dun Laoghaire should 
ba altered to “ Chairman.” 

THE COUNCIL'S POWERS. 

Mr. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin, N.) proposed 
a series of amendments asking that the 
Council should have the approving of all 
contracts of £500 and upwards, urging that 
the Municipal Council should insist on the 
use of Irish-manufactured goods or materials 
as far as possible, and that the Council 
should have the final decision as to the types 
and rents of houses in housing schemes, the 
fixing of prices for Corporation services re 
lating to cattle markets, food markets and 
abattoir, . 3 

The MINISTER for LOCAL GOVERN- 
MENT stated that, with regard to borrowing 
powers, the Council would have complete 
control as to the kind of houses they could 
build. The acceptance of contracts was a 
managerial function, and he did not think 
that the Council would like to relieve him of 
his responsibility. In housing and other 
schemes the Council could easily ensure that 
Irish manufacture should be used wherever 
practicable. The matter of prices for Cor- 
poration services was purely administrative, 
but in their yearly budget the Council could 
see that their general policy was followed. 

SiX COUNTIES’ EXAMPLE. 

Mr. LEMASS said that with regard to 
the powers of the Council. the Minister did 
not seem to have done anything effective. He 
asked if the Council could order the manager 
to proceed to the execution of anv scheme 
for which estimates and plans were pre- 
pared, and for which they were prepared 
to pay the money. 

Mr. MULCAHY—Certainly. 

Mr. LEMASS suggested that the Council 
should have the right to decide questions of 
preference where contracts were to be given. 
They should have preferences, such as were 
given in Northern Ireland to. local firms in 
all contract works. In such matters re- 
cently, the Northern Government had in- 
structed local governing bodies in the six 
counties to give preference to six county 
firms. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that they had a 
provision by which the Council in connec 
tion with problems could make proposals to 
the Minister. 

Mr. Byrne’s amendments were withdrawn. 

COMMITTEE OF REFERENCE. 

Mr. MULCAHY introduced an amend 
ment before Section 75 to insert a new sec- 
tion providing for the appointment of a 
joint committee of reference, when it was 
expedient that. anv particular matter should 


be discussed affecting the administrtaion of | 


the city, or the borough, or the administra 
tion of both city and borough; the com- 
mittee to consist of not more than three 
members of each body—the City Council 
and the Borouch Council. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Lab., Mayo S$.) 
thought that there should be a permanent 
Committee on which the County Council and 
Howth Urban Council should also be repre- 
sented. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that in his view an 
ad hoc committee would be more efieciive 
than a permanent committee, for the mem 
bers who would be appointed on an ad /oc 
committee would be likely to have specia! 
knowledge of the matter which they were to 
discuss. 

Mr FAHY (F.F., Galway) asked what 
would happen if either Council refused to «ap- 
point members ? 

‘Nothing in the wide world,” replied Mr. 
Mulcahy, amid laughter. 

He added that only matters of serious 1m- 
portance would be referred to such a commit 
tee, and it was highly unhkely that either 
Council would not be prepared to discuss 
them. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

FUTURE READJUSTMENT. 

The House agreed to a ministerial amend 
ment, empowering the Minister, within five 
vears ufter the passing of the bill, and again 
between three and ten years from the prece:! 
ing occasion, to appoint a tribunal to report 
on what alterations, if any, were necessary or 
desirable in the boundaries of the city, 
county, and several local administrative areas 
within the county. The tribunal would also 
consider financial adjustments and arrange- 
ments for joint local government or publi 
health services, and would have the powers 
of a High Court judge to compel the attend 
auce of witnesses. 

The Committee stage of the bill was con- 
cluded. j 

The Dail adjourned at 10.35 until 10.30 
a.m. to-day

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 
THE WORK IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Two addresses dealing with the work cf 
missionaries in foreign fields, weve delivered 
at the annual meeting of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel, held in the 
Diocesan Hall, Dublin, last night, the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin presiding. . 

The Rey. Stacy Waddy, Secretary of the 
Society, told of the work of the missionaries 
in South Africa, and dealt with the contro- 
versy concerning the real value of missionary 
work. The opposition party, he said, “en: 
tended that natives shonld be allowed to live 
their own lives, untouched by civilisation na 
white nations understand it. It had heen 
made quite clear that if the natives were to 
be left alone then every white man must be 
taken out of South Africa; and that heing 
impossible 'then they should seek {to follow, 
and they were, in fact, following a vampaign 
of strict fair play, showing the natives the 
advantages of Western civilisation. 

He was prepared to admit that from the 
white race natives had learned some vice», 
but the good that was done by missionaries 
outweighed them. He advised any of his 
audience, who might read literature against 
missionary work, not to become so engrossed 
in the untrue statements as to blind them- 
selves to the really fine work that being deve. 

The other speaker was the Rev A. H, 
Blencowe, a missionary from Burma, who 
gave an interesting talk on the service there,

to notice that the work of the Society had 
progressed, and was being continued with 
great zeal,

Britain built her industrial supremacy on 
the principle of freetrade. She had almost 
unlimited supplies of cheap coal and iron, 
and, by the sale of her manufactured 
goods, she was able to buy the necessary 
foodstuffs for her rapidly-growing popula- 
tion. In those days, however, Britain had 
a virtual monopoly of certain essential in- 
dustries. Her coal, especially, was a 
priceless asset, and, in the conditions that 
prevailed at the time, free trade was the 
natural, if not the inevitable, policy 
to pursue. To-day, however, all the 
monopolies have disappeared. The United 
States has overhauled -her in heavy in- 
dustry; Germany is a close competitor, 
and many of Britain’s former customers 
not only are supplying themselves, but 
actually are invading the British market 
with their cheap goods. The ‘“‘ safe- 
guarding ” duties were introduced to meet 
these changed conditions, not by a Con- 
servative, but by a Liberal, Government. 
Mr. Lloyd George hesitated to use the 
word ‘‘ protection,’’ lest he might offend 


the euphemism “ safeguarding,’’ thus 
evading his difficulty. In 1924 Mr. 
Baldwin proposed not only to retain these 
duties, but to extend them, with the re- 
sult that the old bogey of taxed food was 
raised, and Mr. Baldwin’s party was de- 
feated badly at the polls. Labour, in its 
turn, was defeated, but has come back 
now as a minority Government, and has 
made the maintenance of free trade one of 
the chief planks ‘of its economic pro- 
gramme. 

Mr. Snowden in- Britain and Mr. 
Blythe in the Irish Free State are guilty 
the same mistake from 
opposite directions. The British Chan- 
cellor is wedded to free trade. Mr. Blythe 
seems to think that, having secured 
control of the tariff weapon, the Free 
State is in duty bound to use it. Of 
course, the days when free trade or pro- 
tection could be regarded as an abstract 
principle have gone for ever. To-day 
economic thought takes entirely different 
views. We believe that, in certain cir- 
cumstances, protective duties would be 
very useful in England. The Nottingham 
lace trade provides a case in point. In the 
Free State, as we believe, tariffs are ill- 
advisc , because they protect nothing and 
are directed against those countries from 
which the people derive their livelihood. 
Free State tariffs against Great Britain 
are merely stupid; but British—including 
Free State—tariffs against continental and 
American goods might be of the greatest 
value. Fiscal policy ought to be purely a 
matter of expediency. The lace-workers of 
Nottingham know that under safeguarding 
duties they earn more than they would 
earn under free trade. The farmers of 
Saorstát Kireann know that their neces- 
saries cost them more with, than without, 
tariffs. Both are perfectly right, because 
two countries are

Palestine. 


Mr. Henderson’s refusal to concede the 
demands of the extremist party in Egypt 
seems to have stimulated the moral of 
the Foreign Office. Yesterday the Prime 
Minister announced in the House of 
Commons that the conversations with the 
Palestinian Arab delegation ' had come 
to an end rather than been broken off.” The 
Arab demands were sufficiently exacting. 
Encouraged, perhaps, by the fact that 
Britain’s Labour Government had taken 
no steps at the time to cope with the 
truculence of India and the Wafd, they 
advanced proposals which, if accepted, 
would have made the British mandate in 
Palestine a mere “ spirit-writing,’’ and 
would have established Arab sovereignty 
to the exclusion of all other interests. 
They demanded a parliament in which 
the various peoples of Palestine should 
be represented in proportion to their 
numbers. This concession the British 
Government refused to make, and 
offered in its place a _ Legislative 
Council more suited to the position 
of a country governed under a foreign 
mandate. Great Britain is by no means 
forgetful of her duties to Palestine. She 
has sent Sir John Hope Simpson, an 
expert on such subjects, to study the 
vexing problems of immigration and land 
settlement, on which both the Arabian 
delegation and the Permanent Mandates 
Commission laid special stress. Britain, 
of course, is compelled to regard 
Palestinian affairs in a different light 
from those of Egypt and India, In 
Palestine she can make minor concessions 
without loss of dignity or sacrifice of 
advantage. Yet she cannot disregard 
her obligation to keep order there, 
and we welcome Mr. Henderson’s state- 
ment, made yesterday before the Council 
of the ‘League of Nations, as a 
sign that the Labour Government has 
risen, ‘for the second time, to a sense 
of its responsibility, His Majesty’s 
Government, he said, ‘was doing its best 
to satisfy ‘‘ legitimate aspirations '' 
within’ the terms of the mandate, but it 
was determined that Palestine should not 
be surrendered to chaos in the.meanwhile. 
Accordingly, the British military forces 
in Palestine have been increased and the 
British section of the police has been 
reinforced by 470 men. Reports indicate 
that there is every need of such pre- 
cautions. Last year the hostility between 
Arab and Jew led to serious disorder, in 
which British subjects were involved and 
one was killed. Although violence has 
been avoided lately, a state of tension 
remains, which may break int» open 
turmoil at any moment, Secret arming is 
rife, and it seems that Great Britain

ticularly hostile to Britain; their only 
fear is that she may advance the Jewish 
interests at the expense of their own. 
Nevertheless, rioting, against whomsoever 
it is directed, can destroy all the work 
that has been done in Palestine during 
the past ten years. 


Algerian Vineyards. 


The question of the Algerian vineyards 
affords an interesting problem alike to 
those who concern themselves with agri- 
cultural economics and those rare illuminati 
who still can “‘ discuss” their wine. The 
trouble may be said to date from the 
appearance of the phylloxera in the South 
of France, when production languished 
and demand sought in North Africa a 
new source of supply. Thus Algerian vine- 
growers, favoured by climate and all other 
requirements save those of time, experience 
and skilled labour, stepped into a 
fortuitous breach. During the, years 
between 1875 and 1914 the French vine- 
yards recovered a good deal of their 
pristine strength, but the Great War gave 
a further fillip to Algiers. So serious 
now has the Algerian competition become 
that the French Government has imposed 
restrictive measures on African imports. 
It is as undesirable that the wine trade 
of the Bordeaux and Sauterne districts 
shall suffer as that the colony shall 
become. a one-growth country. Ireland, 
with her memories of the potato famine, 
can appreciate this point. Nevertheless, 
it is admitted that Algeria is a vine- 
growers’ Eden ; but, unfortunately, in this 
paradise, where every prospect pleases, 
man is almost vile. The native habitually, 
while picking, consumes twenty-two pounds 
of grapes a day, and fails to make good 
this leakage by skill or industry. More- 
over, the vineyard, like the lawn, becomes 
perfect only with time. Thus years must 
elapse before cultivated palates can class 
Algerian wine with the products of 
Margaux, Lafitte and Yquem, These great 
names belong to |.:story, and the humblest 
sybarite, as he tastes a vintage claret, 
draws an esoteric joy from the knowledge 
that the famous vineyard which gave it 
birth once was the property of Sir John 
Chandos or the Captal de Buch. We hope 
for Algeria’s sake that Algerian wines 
will enter this inner circle, but many 
seasons must pass before a Marshal of 
France presents arms to one of their 
number. 


Streets of Adventure. 


London, in the matter of street 
accidents, has to deplore a bad first 
quarter of the year. During January, 
February and March, 520 persons were 
killed and 11,441 were injured in the 
Metropolitan Police Area, These figures 
show an increase of 69 deaths and 2,236 
injuries over those returned for the cor- 
responding period of last year. Perhaps, 
in view of the steadily growing volume of 
motor traffic, this new total ought not 
to surprise us. Indeed, if we computed 
these accidents per capita of the popula- 
tion, we might find that London compares 
favourably with other cities. The chief fact 
that emerges from this tale of mishaps 
is that private cars, as usual, head the 
list, and further data probably would 
show that a disproportionate quantity of 
these accidents took place on thie 
fringes of the area under review. We 
should be grateful if the Civic Guard 
in Dublin would take the lessons of 
London to heart and make a greater effort 
to minimise the perils that attend 
pedestrians and cyclists on the main 
arteries of the city. Dubliners are 
exposed to a further menace, because 
their average omnibus driver seems to 
lack the sense of responsibility that 
marks his brother in London. Dublin s 
traffic problem may be nascent, but the 
regular reports of accidents show that 
the question cannot be shelved much 
longer. The Government is much to be 
blamed in that it has not troubled to 
establish a Ministry for Transport, which, 
in addition to other crying needs, could 
inaugurate measures to protect citizens 
fromtheir wilder fellows. It seems tant 
we must wait until the situation has 
become a public scandal before we may 
expect proper action from the authorities.

Budget Day was marked, as usual, by a 
clear and comprehensive statement from Mr. 
Maconchy on the financial position of the 
Church. A certain amount of reaction, after 
the excitement of the previous day's pro- 
ceedings, was noticed, and probably contri- 
buted to the rapid passing of the resolutions 
recommended for adoption. 


A somewhat tedious discussion marked the 
third reading of the bill to establish a Church 
Fabric Fund, in which Portadown was much 
to the fore. The proposer showed much 
patience in making explanations on several 
details which seemed to some members to 
demand further elucidation. 


KA reference which was made to the 
courtesy exhibited on all occasions by every 
member of the staff of the Representative 
Church Body elicited whole-hearted applause 
from the members of the Synod. Mr. George 
Butler was specially mentioned by name for 
the success which has attended his labours 
in the troublesome sphere of income tax. 


The report of the Committee to Co- 
operate provided an opportunity for bringing 
to the notice of the House such important 
questions as unemployment, housing of the 
very poor and other social matters for which 
it would be otherwise difficult to find a place 
on the very full agenda. 


Unexpected delays which arose in the 
course of the discussion of the 5 AA dealing 
with the proposals made by the Youth Con- 
ference Petition Committee put. an end to 
any hope of the Synod’s work being com- 
pleted yesterday, and the further considera- 
tion of the subject was postponed until the 
opening of to-day’s sitting. The plea which 
was made by Mr. Maconchy for a generous 
and open-minded approach to the suggestions 
before the House will be appreciated by the 
youth of the Church. 


Mr. Dermod OBrien’s voice was new to 
the House, and Lord Farnham’s advocacy 
of the claims of youth to consideration made 
one hope that he will be heard addressing 
the members on future occasions.

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The. Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald), on a formal motion for the 
edjournment of the House of Commons 
yesterday, spoke of the results of the 
London Naval Conference. 

The Conference, he said, was not a mere 
Naval Conferene, but aimed at making 
a substantial contribution to the problem 
of general disarmament. The mere limita- 
tion of one form of disarmament would 
not go very far towards securing the peace 
of the world. Sinee the failure at, the 
Geneva Conference in 1927 there had been 
a serious deterioration in the peace spirit 
of the world. Attention was once more 
directed to military preparations rather 
than to the pursuit of peace and pacific 
needs. It was true that a League of 
Nations had been created, that arbitra- 
tion treaties of various scope and sweep 
had been signed; but. curiously enough, 
when they came to close grips with the 
problem of disarmament they found that 
deplorably little value was placed upon 
peace pacts or organisations formed to 
secure peace. The nations were falling 
back into their old mentality. Old fears 
and old superstitions regarding security 
were returning, and exactly the same kind 
of argument that they were familiar with 
before 1914 was coming up unblushing and 
unashamed in 1930. 

They made a sturdy effort at the London 
Conference to change that mentality—to 
hold back this tide that was flowing 
towards international déestructio:, and to 
save Kurope and the world from the next 
war. The general view was that: little 
could be done in the way of naval dis- 
urmament until the United States and 
ours Ives had come to an agreement.

CAUSES OF UNEASINESS.

The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on the parliamentary discussion of the 
Naval Treaty, observes :—Criticism yester- 
day, as in last week’s debate in the House 
of ‘Lords, was largely centred npon’ the 
Government's handling of the cruiser 
question. Our dependence on oversea 
supplies and the vulnerability of our 
trade routes were brought home to the 
country during the War, when the 114 
cruisers of 1914 were found insufficient to 
keep our commanications open and give 
our seaborne trade more than a modicum 
of security. Conditions have, it is true, 
changed since 1914. There is no menace 
of war on the horizon,.and we are on 
friendly and intimate terms with all the 
great naval Powers: But making every 
allowance for that change, in view 
of the  multifarions duties which 
fall upon the Navy, even in times of 
peace, and the necessity of being in some 
measure prepared for untoward develop- 
ments, which, though improbable, are 
always possible, until shortly before the 
Conference the Admiralty had _ insisted 
that seventy cruisers were the least with 
which the Navy could be satisfied. General 
uneasiness, therefore, was not unnatural 
when the Government, before entering a 
Conference, declared that they would be 
content with fifty. 

It became clear from the debate in the 
House of Lords that under the terms of 
the Treaty we can only retain a strength 
of even fifty cruisers in 1936, by keeping 
in service a number of cruisers over the 
age at which in other navies they could 
be scrapped and replaced by new ships. 
This was a point which was certainly not 
explicit in the ‘Treaty, and had 
not been made clear by any of the 
Government spokesmen—a lack ot candour 
which naturally weakened confidence 
in the Government’s naval policy. Mr. 
Maedonald last night explained the 91,000 
tons restriction on British cruiser replace- 
ment: as designed to avoid serious 
fluctuations of employment in the ship- 
vards. It is not an explanation that 
carries conviction, and will hardly lessen

encourazed to efitertain the hope that the 
continuing conversations would be success- 
tul. 

GREATEST AND LEAST. 

The great feature of the London Con- 
ference was that for the first time in 
history an agreement was come to which 
covered the most formidable battleship, 
and the smallest submarine. When im 
1955 the position was reviewed; ‘he hoped 
that there would be further reductions, 
and more stringent limitations upon 
competition, closer relationship between 
the Powers, and a much more solid and 
stable laying of the foundation on which 
the fabric of peace had got to be built. 

The Conference had been faced with a 
gigantic task. There was no use 
magnifying what had been done, nor was 
there any use in minimising it; but the 
Conference had contributed something to 
the cause of peace. Their work was un- 
finished, but, nevertheless, imperfect as 
it was, it was done in the very best of 
good-will, and with determination to do 
everything they could do to advance dis- 
armament. (Cheers. ) 


GREAT ANXIETY. 
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CONSERVATIVE ATTITUDE.

The Prime Mintster—lIf this is a Cabinet 
document, has the right hon. gentleman 
the usual leave to disclose it? 

Mr. Churchill—This is not a Cabinet 
paper; it is one of a series of telegrams 
which passed, and it is a most relevant 
and material matter.

MR. CHURGHILL’S ONSLAUGHT. 

In his general onslaught on the Treaty 
—an onslaught which, perhaps, fortu- 
nately lost much of--its effect through 
what appears to have been the improper 
use of an official document—Mr. 
Churchill argued that the United States 
had got all the best of the bargain, that 
the agreement would give it not parity, 
but a superior fleet to our own in 1956, 
and that the advantages, geographical, 
e¢onomic and strategical, which the Amer- 
cans enjoyed over us enormously increased 
the disparity which would be definitely 
established before the next Conference in 
1935; and to drive home his points, he 
quoted from Mr. Stimson’s evidence before 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations, which 1s now considering the ratt- 
fication of the Treaty. But he was 
emphatic in his assertion that he did not 
for a moment contemplate the possibility 
of an Anglo-American war. No respon- 
sible person does, and that reduces 
laboured comparison of the fighting 
strength of the two Fleets to a somewhat 
academic exercise. The United States, 
more from notions of prestige than from 
any other motive, was resolved to build a 
fleet at least equal to that of any other 
nation in the world. The only way ot 
avoiding a competition in naval construc- 
tion, with all the waste, ill-feeling and 
suspicion that such a competition involves, 
was to com eto an agreement setting 
limits to construction acceptable to both 
That is what, after infinite diffi-

able income tax £12,850, and small items. 

Of the investments, a sum of no less 
than £958,524 represents specific trusts, 
held by the Representative Body for 
defined objects, to which the dividends 
are directly applied. 

The major portion of the investments 
are held as general security for the 
general funds of the Church, in respect 
of which a contract raté of interest 1s 
credited to these funds, the difference be- 
tween the contract payment and the 
actual revenue received from dividends 
constituting the source from which cur- 
rent expenses are paid and the annual 
‘surplus’ provided. 


MARKET VALUES. 


The market value of the general fund 
investments fell considerably during the 
year, the depreciation therein now 
standing at about 9 per cent. below cost 
price. Last year there was an apprecia- 
tion in value, which has now run off, 
The financial troubles in the United 
States and in London affected our invest- 
ments but little, the fall in value in our 
Colonial and Indian Securities accou~ ting 
for the increased depreciation.

PLIGHT OF THE DERRY 
SHIPWORKERS. 


In the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day, on the report stage of Supply, Mr. 
Nixon (Ind, Unionist) drew attention to the 
Government's policy in regard to unemploy- 
ment. He stated that in November, 1923, 
the number of unemployed in Northern Ire- 
land was 42,169, and at the present timo 
the number was 54,386, which was a very 
substantial increase, notwithstanding the 
Statement made by the Prime Minister in 
November, 1923, that he would solve the 
unemployment problem. 

Major MeCormick (Unionist) said that the 
Prime Minister had largely carried out his 
promise, The Prime Minister was roferrins 
to unemployment in the TPolfast shipyards, 
and unemployment there had been largely 
sclved. by the Loans Guarantee Act. 


THE DERRY SHIPWORKERS. 

Mr. MeCarvoll (Nationalist) referred to ihe 
hardship which bad arisen in Derry City In 
yegard to unemployment administratioa, 
particulariv im the ease of who had 
heer emploved in the Derry shipyards up to 
1924, A number of those men lett Derry to 
hod employment elsewhere, and then returne:l 
to Denis They thought that Lhey were 
entitled to benefit under the recent Act.

THE PRIME MINISTER,

d») so, and he was parsuing a policy which 
he hoped would eventually redound ‘very 
much to the credit of the people and enable 
them to solve their difficulties. He reminded 
the Hlouse that one of their shipyards had 
restarted. The Government continued 
ithe Loans Guarantee Fund when a similar 
Act was discontinued in Great Britain. The 
result was that practically all the ships 
rn the shipyards at present were 
heing constructed in consequence of the Act. 
The action taken bv the Government was a 
strong one, but had been amply rewarded. 
li was their intention to continue that policy, 
and endeavour to restore the old trade pros- 
peritvy in the Cister area. 

He veminded the House that when the 
Govermnent took up office in 1921 there were 
100:000., unemployed in Northern Ireland, and 
to-day the number was 54,000. At present 
the figures were inflated in consequence of 
the Act, as many persons sent in 
claims who were not entitled to benefit. 

Dealing with the position in Derry, he 
said thoir whole sympathy went out to those 
who had lest so much by the closing down of 
the shjpvard. 

Sir Wilson Hungerford said that the 
Canadian Government department that dealt 
with bovs from Richhill Agricultural Train. 
ing School, which he had gone to. when in 
Canada, had nothing good to sav of the type 
ot people sent to Canada from the Northern 
Ireland training centre. He could not under- 
staid why they came to that conclusion.

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PAINTING AND GOOD 
GOVERNMENT. 
TRINLPY COLLEGE 
LECTURE, 


Pictorial art of Italy—origins, schools 
and infivences—was the subject ot the first 
of a series of four lectures which Mr. Thomas 
Bodkin, D.Litt., delivered yesterday after- 
noon m the Graduates’ Memorial Hall, 
‘Trinity College, Dublin 

He said that if they desired to make the 
ucquaintance of the 
muse of painting the 
Lest possible way of 
procedure was to 
seek an introduction 
through her  eister 
muse, Clio, for the 
scientific study of 
art was deeply in- 
volved with the study 
of history. Pictures 
should, no doubt, be 
prized for their in- 
herent qualities, but 
they have alsa no 
small value as his- 
torical records, They 
formed the most ac- 
curate index, of the 
Civilisation which produced them. This was 
because every great picture was necessarily 
an epitomised reflection of its epoch. It was 
a work of collaboration between the painter 
and his public, and to the discerning critic 
the public's share in the making of a 
picture was often far more evident than that 
of the painter himself. 

The expert might be quite unable to 
assign a particniar Venetian canvas to Titian 
or to Giorgiope. He could never hesitate 
for an instant in recognising its national 
origin, A pamting of the. Venetian cingue- 
cento was as duferent in appearance and 
temperament from a contemporary picture of 
the Flemish school as a Chinaman from a 
Zulu. Furthermore, with a little experience 
the seeing eye could” distinguish readily 
hetween the stvies of any of the great Italian 
schools--this though the respective painters 
were men of the same race, speaking the 
same tongue, helding the same faith and 
living In the same climate, 

RACE AND CLIMATE. 

Yet the influence of race and climate on 
art must also be carefully considered, The 
Florentines, for example. were undoubtediy 
deeply influenced towards research in form, 
mass and volame, by the proximity of the 
great marble quarries of Carrara to their 
city. Similariv, Venetian - pre-occupation 
with colour and landscapes was®due largely 
to the ‘situation cf the City of the Lagoons. 

The painter, Dr. Bodkin continued, must 
have peace, a settled habitation, and the 
means to procure expensive materials. © His 
patron must have security for his precious 
possessions. No country has produced a great 
pictorial art save at a time of on and 
prosperity. Our own country afforded one of 
the best possibie proofs of that truth. 
The first great period of Flemish art was the 
reign of Philip the relatively Good, who 
welded his seventeen provinces into one rich 
orderly Kingdom. Flemish art died down 
during the struggles and agonies of the wars 
of rain, to revive again Jater in the 
courlly canvases oi Rubens and Van Dyck, 
under the mild, enlightened rule of Albert 
and Isabella. The great period of Dutch art 
fell completely within the seventeenth cen- 
tury when they won and maintained their 
freedom. In Snain, El Greco and Velasquez 
led a noble school fram the time of Philip 
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Il. to that of Philip IV. 
ENGLAND AND FRANCE, 

In England the great age of Hogarth, 
Reynolds, Gainsborvugh and Romney coin- 
cided with the time when she was saving 
hevself by her excrtions and Europe by her 
example. In France, the growing strength 
of the Kingdom of Louis XIILL and Lonis 
ATV. saw the culmination of Poussin’s genius 
aid the establishment of a characteristically 
French school. i 

ahe lastory of Italian art afforded in- 
lumerable examples of the inevitable con- 
vection between puinting and good govern: 
mont. The stability of the Venetian State 
was refiected in the achievement of her 
painters. bloventine painting developed 
with intense rapidity under the brilliant 
enlightened domination of the Medici. 
and — ceased before 1550 for all 
practical purposes with the fall of the 
Kepublic and the exhaustion of Florence. 
Milan, a great“State, ruled with intolerable 
| the Sforzas, produced no art 
worcn serious consideration until Leonardo 
de Vinci went there to serve Ludovico and to 
train her painters, On his patron’s downfall 
aud his deparimre from the doomed city. his 
influeice quickly died out. Naples, siruggling 
against a sequence of invaders—Normans, 
French and Spanish—had no art until the 
middle of the seventeenth centurv. when 
Roman and Spanish talent bred between them 
the Neapolitan school. 

Rome produced one of the earliest and 
greatest of all the known masters of Italy— 
Pietro Cavallini. Fo: centuries afterwards 
Tiome found no one to succeed him. Dis- 
tracted and divided against herself. the prey 
of adventurous bandits and assassins. the 
cockpit.of warring princes, she had no wish. 
place nor time for pictures. It was not til]

WORTH A. HUNDRED 
CRUISERS. 
MR. LLOYD GEC RGE'S. VIEW 


Mr. Liovd George began by expressing the 
oninion tliat the Prime Minister had been a 
iittle ungracious in reference to the resuits 
of the Washington Conference. He said that 
‘he greatest achievement of the London Uon- 
jerence was the understanding reached 
with the United States on the question oí 
parity. That was worth a hundred cruisers, 
and would have a profound effect upon inter- 
national history. Referring to the reading 
of the. telerram to Lord Balforr’ bv Mr. 
Churchill, Mr, Uleyd George said that he 
sincerely regretted that the eight hon. 
gentleman should have departed from prece- 
dent by quoting secret instructions sent by 
the Government at home to their emissary at 
the Washington Conference. It was one of 
the gravest things which had happened in 
that House. There were occasions when docu- 
ments of that character ought to be pub- 
lished, but only after full consultation with the 
members of the Government respensible for 
foreign affairs for the time heing. The docu- 
ment in question was sent by the late Lord 
Curzon to Mr. Balfour.. Tt was personal and 
secret—(Labout cheers)—and he hoped that 
the precedent set up by Mr. Churchill would 
be repudiated by al! parties in the House. 

Some of the documents left behind by suc- 
cess: ve Governments were oÍ a very contro- 
versial cheracter, and no doubt there was 
considerable temptation to publish them to 
obtain a certain political advantage. But up 
to the present every ex-Cabinet Minister had 
honourably observed the precedent that such 
documents should. not be published without 
first obtaining the ‘consent of the parties con- 
cerned, It was a much more serious thing 
when they were dealing with foreign affairs, 
for the publication of such documents might 
provoke the most serious ill-will between 
one country and another. Mr. Lloyd George 
went on to say that he did not, suppose Mr. 
Churchill was prompted by any zeal to vin- 
dicate his patriotism. “The right hon. gentle- 
man’s action, so far as he could see, was 
dictated by parental pride, for he wrote the 
docurent itself, and persuaded him (Mr. 
Lloyd George) to sign it. (Laughter.) 

PUBLIC KNOWLEDGE. 

Mr. Churchill intervened to say that the 
subject matter of the telegram had long been 
public knowledge, and was therefore relevant 
to the present discussion. ‘The vital point 
seemed to him to be whether it should be 
put in the third or the first person, 

Mr. Lloyd George—Reéally this makes the 
matter more serious, and think we are 
entitled to have the opinion.of Mr. Baldwin 
upen it. Proceeding, he said that if this 
sort of thing was to be laid down as a 
principle, it would be disastrous. (Labour 
cheers, and cries of “ Who are the traitors 
now?) . He doubted very, much whether 
the late Prime Minister wotld get up and 
give his assent to such a doctrine. 

There were calls for Mr. Baldwin, but ‘he 
right hon, gentleman remained seated, and 
there were. further cries of “ Baldwin,”’ 
“ Baldwin,’ when Mr. Amery rose to con- 
tinue the debate. 

FIRST LORD’S VIEW. 

Mr. A. lL. Alexander, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, said that he would like to know 
where the Unionist Party steod in the matter 
of the Treaty. Did théy intend, at the firsi 
opportunity, to denounce the London Draft 
Treaty of 1930? 

Mr. Amery said that obviously no Govern 
ment would denounce a ‘Treaty formally 
entered into within the period of thé Treaty ; 
but when the Treaty came up for reconsidera 
tion in 1935 he hoped thev would enter upon 
the discussion in a more watchful and carefu! 
spirit, 

Mr. Alexander said that he weleomed that 
statement. With reference to the telegram 
incident, he agreed with every word which 
had been said on the subject by Mr, Lloyd 
George. He invited Mr. Baldwin, at his 
own convenience, to tell the HotiSe what 
was his point of view. 


USE OF CABINET 
DOCUMENTS. 


MR. BALDWIN’S OPINION, 


The debate came to an end, and bejore 
the rising of the House Mr. Baldwin gave 
a considered reply to the First. Lord’s ques- 
tion on the use of Cabinet. documents. 

It was clear, he said, that Cabinet dis 
cussions were absolutely secret, and could 
only be given away by permission of che 
King, which was freely given when a Minister 
resigned. No documents were ever published 
which belonged to a preceding Government 
without the consent of those re- 
sponsible during its. life-time. An ex- 
Minister’s right to quote from a 
document prepared by himself was in 
some doubt. There had been an alteration 
of practice in this regard since the war, owing 
to the number of documents published in 
memoirs, diaries and histories, some of them 
of the most confidential character. He sug- 
gested that this, and similar matters, might 
be cleared up by a meeting of the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Lloyd George, himself, and 
possibly one or two other Ministers of long 
experience, on the understanding that what- 
ever was agreed to would be observed ab- 
solutely and strictly by any Government 
which might be in office. 

The Prime Minister said that he would be 
very glad to assist in clarifying any doubtful 
point about the use of documents, but he 
could not agree that what had happened that 
day came within a doubtful point. (Minis- 
terial cheers.) If it was the fact that Mr. 
Churchill wrote the telegram, and used it, 
then the Government against which he used 
a very partial quotation of what was in the 
document. had a perfect right, not only to 
publish the whole do¢ament, but to publish 
any other document from the group to which 
it belonged. so that the House and the coun- 
try might know the whole of the facts. 
(Ministerial cheers.) Before Mr. Churchill 
could use the .docunient he (Mr. Macdonald) 
had to give, his consent. In cases where an 
ex-Cabinet Minister made a request to see a 
document, no Prime Minister would think of 
denying access to the document. He hoped 
this would not be taken as a precedent. As 
there was doubt about certain classes of docu- 
ments, he would be glad to assist in the 
establishment of some clear rule and prac: 
tice, 

Mr. Churchill explained that he was a 
member of the Government that sent the 
communication to Lord Balfour. He actually 
made the draft, which he submitted to the 
then Prime Minister (Mr. Lloyd George). 
He did not think that a Minister deeply con- 


after a lapse. of ten years from explaining 
what his views were, and what was the 
course taken by the Government of which he 
was a member. 

If I am in fault, he said, 1 am glad to have 
been corrected, and no one can doubt I have 
been corrected. (Loud langhter.) | If mem- 
bers will look at the text of the message I 
read, they will see how completely innocent 
it is of anything that could have the slightest 
injurious effect on our affairs. They will 
see that there was nó grave and serious 
breath of public proceedings, but. on the 
contrary, a statement was made which was 
necessary and relevant to the debate. As to 
the position of Mr. Lloyd George in this 
matter, he thought that there must be some 
freedom allowed to a Minister after a lapse 
of so long a period in stating what actually 
hanvened. There must be some statute of 
limitations. (Laughter. )

THE FREEDOM OF THE

Everywhere that one looked in Waterford 
to-day the Papal colours met the eye. They 
were flown from almost every building in the 
city. while the vast majority of the thousands 
of people who filled the streets wore them in 
their hats or on their coats. The occasion 
was the visit of the Papal Nuncio, Monsignor 
Paschal Robinson. It was the first occasion 
in 200 years since such a high Church 
dignitary came to Waterford, and the people 
of the city and county turned out in thousands 
to greet him. 

THE RECEPTION. 

His Excellency arrived by motor car, ac- 
companied by his secretary. e was 
received and welcomed by Councillor Edward 
Walsh, the Mayor, and the members of the 
Corperation; Mr. W. C. Mercer, the Pre- 
sident, and members of the Chamber of 
Commerce; Mr. Mathew Cassin, Chairman, 
and members of the Harbour Commissioners, 
and many other representative citizens. <A 
procession which had already been formed 
then moved off towards the City bridge. It 
was headed by the Catholic Boy Scouts, 
earrying the Papal flag. and then fol- 
lowed members of the Corporation. 
the Harbour . Board. the Chamber of 
Commerce, the organising committees, the 
Trades Council, priests, the students of St. 
John’s College, the Christian Brothers and 
the De La Salle Brothers, members of the 
Third Order of St. Francis, the Brothers of 
Charity, and a guard of honour of Catholic 
Boy Scouts. Next came the Papal Nuncio, 
a rear guard of honour of Catholic Boy 
Scouts, the Barrack Street Band, the Mount 
Sion Bovs, the Mount Sion Sodality, the 
Mount Sion Pioneers, the Ballybricken Con- 
fraternitv, the Fianna Band, the Fianna Boy 
Scouts, the De La Salle School boys, the 
De La Salle students, the De La Salle 
Fioneers, the Thomas Francis Meagher 
Band, Waterpark, College, Ferrybank school- 
boys, Ferrybank Confraternity, the Cathe- 
dral Confraternity, Erin’s Hope Band, St.

BISHOP'S WELCOME. 

At City Bridge a very impresstve func- 
tion took place in the recention and welcome 
extended to His Excellency by the Most 
Rev. Dr. Hackett, Bishop of Waterford and 
Lismore, who was accompanied by priests 
and the students of St. John’s College, 
Christian Brothers, De La Salle Brothers, 
and members of the Third Order of St. 
Francis. 

The procession then went on to the Cathe-. 
dral, -.here a short Service was held, fol. 
lowed by Benediction. 

After the ceremonies in the church the 
procession continued its way towards the 
City Hall, where a beautifully decorated plat- 
form was erected, and from which the Nuncio 
imparted his blessing to the members of the 
procession as they passed by. 

Short addresses were then delivered by 
the Bishop and the Mayor, after which the 
Nuncio entered the City Hall, where he was 
presented by the Mayor and the members 
of the Corporation with the honorary Freedom 
of the City of Waterford. 


THE FREEDOM OF THE CITY. 

In presenting the Freedom, the Mayor said 
that the Roll of Freemen contained many 
honoured names going back through long 
vears. Amongst them were world-famous 
Statesmen, illustrious patriots, distinguished 
Churchmen, brave soldiers, and renowned 
figures in almost every walk of life. But 
there was no more honoured name or one 
which so illumined its pages as that which 
had now been inscribed therein. 

NUNCIO’'S REPLY. 

The Papal Nuncio, in reply, said—Mr. 
Mayor, my Lord Bishop, gentiemen of the 
Corporation, although it is not customary, 
as you are already aware, for a Nuncio “5 
speak at public gatherings, yet I caf hardly 
allow the present occasion to pass, without 
saying a word or two, in order to express, 
however inadequately, my gratitude and 
gratification. My thanks are due, in par- 
ticular, to the Mayor for this eloquent, 
interesting and kindly address. Need I assure 
him that I am awfully sensible of the signal 
honour that the Corporation of Waterford 
have done me in enrolling me amongst the 
freemen of this ancient and important city, 
which has played such a stirring part in the 
history of this nation, and which has given 
so many eminent men to Ireland, and to 
the world, I would like, moreover, to record 
my appreciation not only of the impressive 
official reception, but. also of the great 
popular welcome which has been accorded 
to me here to-day by all sections of the com- 
munity. Both these tributes are, of course, 
offered not to my humble self, but to the 
accre lited representative of the Holy See. In 
this sense they are honourable to Waterford, 
and, although impersonal, are none the less 
heartening and pleasing to me. 

Having read an extract from Father. Luke 
Wadding’s description of his native city, the 
Nuncio continued—Since these words were 
written by Wadding, towards the middle of 
the seventeenth century, Waterford, alonz 
with the rest of the world, has undergone 
many changes; but in one respect, at leasi, 
the city and its people have not changed. 
Their fidelity to God and to the things 
of God, which Wadding extolled, 
not varied down to our own day. 
remains unaltered and unimpaired. In 
fact we have a good example of 
well Waterford deserves its motto: 
Intacta Manet. | 

THANKS TO THE CITY. 

Before I conclude allow me to say how 
much pleasure it has given me to méet the 
leaders and workers of Waterford, both 
ecclesiastical and lay. I only regret that 
pressing demands upon my time make it im- 
possible for me to prolong my present stay 
here, but it is my hope that at some future 
date I may be enabled to revisit Waterford 
under less formal circumstances, and that I 
inay thus be afforded an opportunity of be- 
coming still better acquainted with both the 
city and its people. In the meantime, I 
desire once more to express my warmest 
thanks to the ecclesiastical and _ civil 
authorities for 
generous hospitality, as well as to all those 
who contributed in any way towards making 
to-dav’s celebration such a notable one. 

I am, of course, aware of the fact that 
other citizens of Waterford, besides Catholics. 
are joining in this celebration, and to all such 
I am also much indebted for their cordial 
co-operation. (loud and prolonged applause.)

The Most Rev. Dr. Hackett said that he 
feit proud of the magnificent welcome given 
to His Excellency, and he hastened to assure 
him that it was as spontaneous as it could he.

Up to.a time when two men, who wore 
goggles and spoke Irish, drove to the hospital 
in a motor car and asked witness to get 
Miss Tighe for them she did not know that 
Miss Tighe had received any anonymous 
letters. 

The defendant further said that any 
sentences written down by her at Lad Lane 
Police Station were written at the dictation 
of the police officers. 

THE STATEMENT. 

The Judge—Am I to understand from your 
evidence that the officers wrote out the state- 
ment and asked you to sign it?—Yes. 

The accused woman added that if words 
in the document in her handwriting (pro- 
duced) were misspelled it was becanse she 
wrote them as they were pronounced by the 
police officers. 

The defendant denied that she wrote or 
knew anything of the abusive and threatening 
letters produced, and added that there were 
people in Holles Street Hospital who knew 
the author of the letters and that they would 
not give evidence. > 

Cross-examined by Mr. B. McGuckin (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor), who 
prosecuted, the defendant admitted that in 
a letter to the Matron after Miss Tighe had 
left the hospital she (the accused woman) 
alleged that Miss Tighe had caused friction 
between the matron and herself. — 

At the request of Mr. Black witness wrote 
extracts from documents referred to during 
the hearing, also the letters of the alphabet. 
This writing was inspected by the judge and 
the jury. 

Marv McAlinden, mother of the defendant, 
said that she had never seen her daughter 
printing letters in her house. 

HANDWRITING EXPERT. 

Captain Moynihan said that he had ex- 
amined the writing in the anonymous letters. 
and had found it dissimilar to the accused 
woman's admitted handwriting. . 

Captain Moynihan then gave evidence in 
detail concerning the dissimilarity. — 

While Captain a map was being cross- 
examined by Mr. McGuicken, a juror com- 
plained of illness, and Judge Shannon ordered 
a twenty minutes’ adjournment, at the end 
of which, he said, the jury could decide 
whether they would complete the hearing of 
the case that day. 

On the jury returning, the Foreman stated 
that four jurors wished to have the further 
hearing adjourned until to-day, and that the 
remainder were prepared to go on. 

The juror who complained of illness told 
Judge Shannon that he was afraid he might 
not do justice to the accused woman if the 
trial were proceeded with. 

Another juror complaining of illness, the 
judge said that it would not be fair to the 
defendant to go on with a jury of ten, He 
— adjourn the further hearing until to- 

ay.

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A CASE DISMISSED. 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) . 

The hearing was resumed of the case in 
which Edward O’Donovan Crean, Conyngham 
road, was summoned for being drunk while 
in charge of a motor car at Monkstown. 
Mr. J. P. Collins, solicitor, appeared for the 
defence. 

The defendant, giving evidence, said “that 
he had been driving a motor car for fifteen 
years in various parts of the world, and 
never before had an accident. He had served 
in the British Army in Iraq, India, Egypt, 
and other places, and had suffered from 
malignant malaria, sandfly fever, and 
dysentery. He also had been involved in an 
air crash. At the present time he was under 
treatment by a specialist for laryngitis. His 
nerves were upset, and he suffered badly if 
he experienced a sudden shock. He was a 
moderate drinker, and had never been drunk. 

To Mr, Little—I am a sales manager in the 
soap business in the city. 

Proceeding, the witness said that on Satur- 
day last he went to the Spring Show with a 
friend, and remained there until almost nine 
o’clock at night. At the Show he had two 
small whiskies and soda, taking the last one 
just before leaving the show grounds. He 
went to Baggot street, and then drove with a 
lady whom he intended to take to Kingstown. 
The car was a small Morris-Cowley. There 
was no stop until the accident occurred, and 
the speed of the car was moderate, as the 
night was bad. 

At Longford place a tramcar which was in 
front of him pulled up somewhat suddenly, 
and his car struck it. He was about ten or 
fifteen yards behind the tram when it 
stopped. He did not swerve to the right or 
left, but decided to pull up behind the trani. 
He put on the brakes as hard as he could, 
but could not pull up in time. Had the 
brakes been in full sa hin order the accident 
would not, have occurred, 


UPSET BY ACCIDENT. 

The accident upset him very much, par- 
ticularly as the lady whom he was driving 
had been slightly injured. He went to the 
hospital to inquire about the lady and then 
returned to the car, which, he mentioned, 
was not his own, but the property of his 
friend, Mr. Parker. 

He remained in the car for a few minutes 
on his return and got it across the road, 


the mudguards was damaged as the result of 
the impact with the tram. He felt a great 
shock at the occurrence, and he got very 
nervous and agitated. 

When the sergeant came on the scene he 
had been to the hospital. He went back with 
the sergeant. He told the police all that 
had happened. As to the suggestion that 
he acted foolishly, he did not’ know much 
about the ‘‘ procedure” under such circum- 
stances; he was excited, and he might have 

ut his arms round the sergeant in order to 
impress him on some point or other. 

rgeant 24F. at this point said that the 
defendant did not say that he was not the 
owner of the car until he was at the police 
station. The defendant asked to see a 
doctor before he got to the police station. 

In further evidence, the defendant said 
that the doctor advised him not to drive 
the car, as the night was so bad—not because 
he had had some drink, but because he was 
suffering from shock as the result of the 
collision. He walked ta the police station, 
and did not need any assistance on the way. 
In no way whatever was he under the in- 
fluence of drink. 

In reply to Inspector O’Riordan, the wit- 
ness said that he did not go faster than 
twenty-five miles an hour on the way to 
Kingstown. At the station he said that he 
did not think that he had had a proper 
test by the doctor. 

Mr. Little—What do you mean by that? 

The Defendant—I thought you had to walk 
a line or something. (Laughter.) 


MEDICAL OPINION, 

Surgeon Keegan said that as the result of 
an examination he found that the defendant 
had chronic laryngitis and definite neuras- 
thenia. He was of opinion that defendant 
would be very nervous after a shock. He 
suffered from a form of neurasthenia which 
‘would render him very agitated after an 
accident and in the presence of a crowd.
